FOREIGN MINES, AND SLAVE LABOUR. 

The case of * Santos v. Ilidge and others,” in which judgment was giver 
by the Court of Common Pleas on Saturday last, decides a point of oop, 
siderable importance to those English companies or individuals who hold 
slave property in foreign countries. The plaintiff is a Brazilian, ang the 
defendants are British subjects domiciled in Great Britain, and Member; 
of the Imperial Brazilian Mining Association. In the year 1824, an Act, 


(the 5th of George IV., cap. 113) was passed to amend and consolidate the laws rejgy 
to the slave trade. By this Act contracts made by British subjects under certain a 
cumstances for the purchase or sale of slaves are made unlawful, and no action can : 
maintained upon them. Penalties of the most severe character are also enacted agy; te 
so offending ; but as af this fime slavery had pot been abolished, and.as Bri 
subjects in the West Indies bought and sold slaves with impunity, it was thought lah 
the Act only applied to persons domiciled in the United Kingdom, and to Contracts a 
tered into within the limits of these islands. However that may be, the Imperia; 4 
zilian Association was established subsequently to the passing of the Act, purchased slay ‘ 
in Brazil for the purpose of being used and employed in that empire, and retaineg thone 
slaves and their offspring as property. Some time since the company got into Chancery 
and the Lords Justices made an order that the company’s property in Brazil, inejyq,/ 
the negroes, should be sold. The plaintiff Santos, a Brazilian, contracted with the at 
fendants for the purchase of some or all of the slaves; but subsequently the defenday 2 
seem to have taken into consideration the doubtful legality of the proceeding, andtohas 
refused to perform the contract. The plaintiff then brought his action for ” 
The question for the Court was on the construction of the Act of George IV., which the 
plaintiff contended did not affect contracts entered into in a foreign country with 
to slaves heldin thatcountry. By the law of Brazil the contract was binding and oq) 
be enforced, and consequently, if not expressly prohibited by English law to English, . 
all over the world, it would by international law be capable of enforcement in an Rovian 
court if entered into’in Brazil by Englishmen or their agents. The statute inten 
enough with respect to the kind of acts forbidden ; the question is whether it is cons... 
to acts done in the British dominions. Now, one of the points urged by the plaintittwy 
that in the year 1843 another Act, the 6th and 7th Victoria, cap. 97, was 
recites the statute of George [V., and continues, “ That it is expedient that the 
of that Act should be deemed to apply and extend to render unlawful the severa) uty 
matters, and things therein mentioned when committed by British subjects in , 
countries and sett! ts not belonging to the British Crown, in like manner and to all 
intents and purposes as if the same were done and committed by such persons within 
the British dominions, colonies, or settlements.” And it is then enacted that “q)) the 
provisions of the said Conselidated Slave Trade Act . . shall . . 
extend and apply to British subjects wheresoever residing and being,” &. It wag 
tended for the plaintiff that these sections were enacting, and not merely declaratory, 
and consequently established by implication that prior to 1843 British subjects coulq\, 
come lawfully the purchasers of slaves in foreign countries. If that were established 
then the English shareholders would have the right to sell to M. Santos, for by the sam: 
Act of 1843 it is enacted : ~“* That in all the cases in which the holding or taking ofsigny 
shall not be prohibited by this or any other Act of Parliament it shali be lawfy w 
sell or transfer such slaves, anything in this or any other Act notwithstanding.” 
section enacts that “ Nothing in this Act contained shall be taken to subject to 
feiture, punishment, or penalty any person for . . .~. selling any siave or 
which were lawfully in his possession before the passing of this Act.” If then, %» 
British shareholders came legally into possession of these slaves under the Act of }i 
they may legally sell them to M. Santos, the Acts of 1824 and 1843 notwithstanding 
The Court of Common Pleas has decided that even under the Act of George IV, aa 
investments of British capital were illegal. In the case of Zulueta, a Spanish merchant 
resident in London, the point was raised whether a slave trading in foreign parts wy 
prohibited by thestatate. M. Zulueta was indicted for fitting out a ship for the parpoe 
of the slave trade, and at the trial at the Old Bailey the defendant's counsel submits 
that the case was not within the 5th George IV., cap. 113, inasmuch as the Act did yo 
apply to a slave trading in foreign parts, but only in England. The Court, howeve 
overruled the objection, Mr. Justice Maule observing :—‘ I cannot help thinking th 
the Legislature had the intention, among other things, of preventing Englishmen from 
dealing in slaves on the coast of Africa.” M. Zulueta was acquitted on the thets, but 
that had nothing to do with the point. It was held in that case, and the Court of Com. 
mon Pleas held on Saturday, that even before 1843, British subjects were forbidden from 
purchasing slaves in any part of the world, certain British colonies excepted, “The 
true construction of the statute 5th George [V., cap. 113,” says the Court, “ appears to be to 
prohibit trading in slaves by all persons in the control of the Legislature—that js, by 
British subjects all over the world, and by foreigners while locally within the British 
dominions. Upon this construction the purchase of the slaves in question was {llega/ 
by the 2d and 10th sections of that Act, and consequently the 6th and 7th Victorig 
does not authorise a resale. The plaintiff cannot sue for breach of a contract enters! 
into in vioiation of the English law, and, therefore, judgment must be for the defendants.” 


The result of this judgment is that ‘he negroes purchased by the many Anglo-South 
American mining and other companies which sprang up about WO years ago are declared 
to have been illegally acquired. Since 1843 there can be no doubt that such purchases 
have been illegal ; the present jadgment declares that the prohibition extends back for 
19 years before. Any acquisition of slaves by purchase by a British subject within the 
last 35 years has been illegal, and the only way in which he can now legally become 
pocsessedof such property is “ by inheritance, bequét, devise, marriage, or otherwise by 
operation of law.” 














NEW POWDER MANUFACTORY. 

At the recent Cornwall Midsummer Sessions, Mr. Stokes maile an ap- 
plication on the part of Mr. Thomas Davey, one of the partners in the firm 
of Messrs. Bickford, Smith, and Davey, patent safety-fuse manufacturers, 
Tuckingmill, for a license to erect a gunpowder mill and magazine at 


place called West Towan, in the parish of Ilogan. The spot was within 


a few yards of the ridge of the cliff overlookin, the Atlantic, and it was one which wa 
highly suitable, both as regarded safety andconvenience. It was @ waste common, there 
were no houses near to it, and no public building of any importance within a considerable 
d ‘The application was made under the 12th Geo. III., cap. 61; and the requisite 
notice, prepared and signed by Mr. Davey, had been served on the churchwardens and 
overseers of the parish of Iilogan, to the effect that he should apply to the Justices at 
the present Quarter Sessions for permission toerect a powder mill and magazine at Nauce- 
kuke, and to keep an unlimited quantity of gunpowder. He might also state that the 
buildings intended to be used were lately the counting-houseand premises of West Towan 
Mine, which had been abandoned. There was no mine working near this place, but |t 
was within reach of some of the most important mines of the county— viz., those of 
Illogan, Redruth, and Camborne, carts and wagons from which could easily go there for 
the purpose of obtaining supplies. The icular quality of gunpowder which it was 
proposed to manufacture was that called “ blasting powder,” and for which a patent had 
been obtained. It had been tested, and the experiments had proved most satisfactory. 

There is only one manufactory at present for the whole of West Cornwall, a most im- 
portant mining district, and you will hear from mining agents that it s highly desifable 
this manufactory should be established, not ouly for the accommodation of the mines, 
&c., in this part of the county, but also because the powder which Mr. Davey proposes 
to manufacture, and for which he has taken out a patent, is peculiarly adapted for 
blasting purposes. 

Mr. ALMonD PACLL, a mine agent and land surveyor in the parish of Camborne, pro- 
duced copies of the notice served on Captain Evans, the churchwarden of the parish of 
Illogan. He said :—I know the place called West Towan, which is part of the common 
of Nancekuke, in the parish of Illogan. There are no houses or public buildings near 
it, and it is most conveniently situated for supplying fe mines with powder, being only 
three and a haif miles from Redruth, and five miles from Camborne. A radius of about 
four miles will embrace some of the principal mines in Cornwall, but if you takea radius 
of from three to six miles you will take in half of the mines in the county—those of 
Gwennap, Redruth, and Camborne. 

Mr. Davey then stated—I am one of the partners in the firm of Bickford, Smith, and 
Davey, patent safety-fuse manufacturers, at Tuckiggmill, and the applicant for permis- 
sion to erect this powder mill and magazine. 

The Caarmman—Can you state what are the advantages of the powder which you pro 
pose to manufacture? 

Mr. Davey: Perhaps I shall best do thjs by reading to you the provisional specifica- 
tion :—* The improvements in blasting powder consist—first, in the employment of flour, 
bran, starch, or other glutinous or starehy matter, to replace a part of the charcoal now 
employed in the manufacture of powder.—Second, in a new mode of graining the save. 
Ly the substitution of the above-named, the component parts are formed into * JD 





and are easily combined and grained without danger of explosion.” 

Mr. Stokes: Can you say positively that the process of manufactare is less | 0 
explosion and less than the old one? 

Mr. Davey: Yes. Gunpowder in present use is manufactured from certain propot- 
tions of nitrate of potash, sulphur, and charcoal, which, by the dangerous process of tri- 
turation, are intimately combined ; the mixture is pressed into cakes, dried, 
and then broken into grains of diff sizes, ding to the use for which the powder 
is destined. In our process, instead of grinding the powder, the nitrate of soda or potest 
is dissolved in sufficient water to make a thick paste of the whole, and it is thus kneaded, 
to make it homogeneous. It is then rolled into cakes and cut into grains ; or, while in 
a paste, pressed through a perforated or wire sieve, with apertures or holes of the size 
of the grain to be produced. The matter falls onan endless canvas, which is put slowly 
in motion, and passes on through a drying-reom, bearing with it a thin covering of the 
blasting composition divided in strings or long grains by the sieve, and after being dried, 
it is passed between two rollers, which break it into grains of a convenient size. 

Mr. J. J. Rooers: Then you consider there is no danger of explosion, the composition 
being wet.--Mr. Daver: Not the slightest. We use 30 pey cent. of water. 

Mr. Rogers: How do you prevent the coagulation of the wet particles after they ad 
fallen down from the sieve ?—Mr. Davey: By keeping the canvas moving, but shou! 
there still be a slight connection béeween the particles, it is broken on being 
through the wooden rollers, after the composition is dried. b

SCHOOL OF MINES, BRISTOL. 
Annvat Examination, June 1859. 


Sim,—The Annual Examination of the students of this Institution, and 
of bailiffs and overmen from the collieries of the district of Bristol and 
South Wales, was, I observed, noticed in your Journal of last week.

Committee of Council on Education is prepared to make augmentation 

ts in aid of salary to competent teachers. 

Ihave lately had nities of meeting with several colli 
and of conversing wi them on practical mi , and subjects there- 
to, and was certainly im with the difference there is both 
in the amount of know per now possess, and in the facile, familiar, 
and yet earnest manner in which they now converse on these subjects, to 
qhat was so t to me two years ago, 

Most of the students in the school are remarkably assiduous in their

extensive practical results of what has been done and said at the School of 

Mines, Bristol, during the last three years are now as active testimonials 

of the value of the institution, benefiting both the minds and pockets of 

companies, and of their agents. The minds ot men become im- 

with new ideas, and these ideas are fostered and eventually practi- 

cally developed, but they too.often forget how or when or where such im- 

ions were made, and, as a consequence, disregard, and, I am afraid, 

treat with contempt, the very means to which they owe much of their suc- 
cess and presumed ability. 

The precariousness of individual influence, in the shape of countenance 
and subsidy, is exceedingly detrimental to local undertakings for education 
in special branches of industry. Because of no tangible or immediate pro- 
fit, or because of indifference in a neighbour who out to be zealous, or it 
may be because of his over-zeal or officiousness, or because of anything or 
something else, men are found to creep out of their responsibilities, and 
withhold their assistance. It is for this reason, as well as for others which 
might be named, and which ought to have more both moral and political 
influence with the legislative body of the kingdom, that the necessity of 
Government aid as a bond and encouragement is so very apparent. 

Objections to place and to persons are not at all difficult to make, and I 
am sorry to say are somewhat carelessly and unceremoniously indulged in, 
much to the annoyance of those who are ever ready to put their hand to 
any judicious means for furthering the work of education. I cannot see 
the force of such objections when urged as reasons for not accepting and 
aiding the benefits offered in one place when they cannot be obtained in 
another. In some pote of South Wales parties of influence and intelli- 
gence, with whom I met and conversed nearly three years ago, were then 
prejudiced against the School of Mines in Bristol, because it was not in 
some other place, or conducted by other hands. The same reason for pre- 
judice still exists, and the individuals to whom I refer neither assist the 
School in Bristol, nor attempt to establish one in their own locality. I 
am happy to say that in some of the South Wales districts we have some 
working and zealous supporters, and we have had, and now have, several 
pupils from the coaly hills of that important country. In Bristol we have 
got the machinery, and are at work, but we want pupils, and we want suf- 

ient money to pay another master. We have room for double the number 
of Pupils that we have had during the last session, and unless our branches 
are all occupied it seems a waste of labour and a waste of money. 

We are not without great encouragement, and may with truth and 
priety speak about success; and when we can mention as able and intelli- 
ae workers in the cause the names of such men as Lionel B: h, Handel 

ham, George C. Greenwell, Thomas Evans, and others, refer your 
readers to the annual exhibitions of the results of our work, we think there 
is but little fear of the failure spoken about by one of your recent corre- 
spondents.

Srr,—Requiring relaxation from business for a short time, I thought the 
best thing for its acquirement was to pay a visit to the celebrated county of 
Wicklow.

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE IRON. 
Srr,—I beg the insertion of a few lines in corroboration of Mr. Brown’s 
statements with reference to the ironstone beds in the neighbourhood of 
Northampton. When the ferraginous beds of the oolitic formation were 
first wrought and smelted in Staffordshire, there was not sufficient care 
taken to separate the ironstone from the adhering clay and sand. This 
led to unfavourable yield, and consequently depreciation. Again, the 
Northampton ironstone is found very fusible, and when exposed to strong 
blast, and mixed with the refractory ironstone of Staffordshire, the opera- 
tion of smelting not only works very irregularly, but also the product is

pton ironstone alone. 

The ironstone is now calcined, and consequently rendered cleaner, and 

makes good yield. The following will show the proportion of. materials 
required to make 1 ton of iron:—Ironstone, from 24 to 2$ tons; limestone, 
7 ewts.; coal and coke, 1} ton; with hot-blast of lowintensity. Foundry 
iron, 70 tons per week; forge iron, from 110 to 120 tons per week from 
each furnace. 

There are two ferruginous beds in the district—one red and yellow, and 
the other green: 2} tons of the former produce 1 ten of pig-iron, and 
23 tons of the latter make the same product. The green bed appears to 
require more calcining than the upper bed. This ironstone is somewhat 
calcareous, free from impurities, and contains from 5 to 10 per cent. of 
manganese. A very large amount of this ironstone is now sent to Derby- 
shire and other smelting districts. It is very similar in appearance to the 
ironstone at Whitby also in —- and fusibility. I send you these few 
observations whilst I am in the Northampton district on business connected 
with the question at issue, and where I have the opportunity of making 
personal o ations, to prove the statements made by your correspondent.

CHEMICAL THEORY v. PRACTICAL RESULTS.—THE GO- 
VERNMENT CONTRACT AND THE ACADIAN IRON. 
Str,—I am glad to find that this important subject has been taken up 
by so practical a man as Mr. Thos. Roper, of Ulverstone, who, I believe, 
is the only charcoal iron maker in England. Mr. Roper very properly 
says, ‘That as chemical analysis can give no indication of the density, 
atomic arrangement, and other physical and mechanical characteristics of 
a pig of iron, or a casting from it, it ought not to be solely relied upon, 
nor can I believe it has been in this case, until I see the report in full.” 
As, no doubt, the report has been printed for the use of the shareholders, 
it is to be hoped that, on reading Mr. Roper’s letter, the secretary will have 
sent a copy to that gentleman, as it appears of the highest importance that 
he should be fully acquainted with all the details of this investigation. Mr. 
Roper facetiously remarks “that silicon and red tape may be somewhat 
akin;” and, to my-mind, it appears that red tape has, in this case, suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a rejection of the Acadian iron upon absurd theore- 
tical dogmas, in defiance of clearly-established practical results, as to the 
value of the iron. Dr. Noad, of the Chemical pene Medical School, 
St. George’s Hospital, was the arbitrator appointed by Government in the 
reference as to the quality of the iron for the purpose of founding cannon; 
and he decided upon the quality of that iron upon chemical analysis only, al- 
though he was present at all the practical experiments made by Mr. Fred. 
Bramwell, consulting civil engineer, who acted on the part of the company. 
In an early stage of the proceedings, at a meeting between Dr. Noad and Mr. 
Bramwell, Dr. Noad stated, in reply to Mr. Bramwell, that in case the prac- 
tical results were found to be good, and the chemical results different, he (Dr. 
Noad) considered “ that chemistry should be thrown to the winds.” From 
the reports and opinions of this case, however, it would appear that Dr. 
Noad had altogether forgotten this statement when he signed the joint re- 
port of Mr. Bramwell and himself, upon which the decision of the umpire 
was made. Your correspondent, “A. C.,” upon consulting the reports, 
will find that it has been proved by practical results that the Acadian iron, 
although possessing what may by some be considered a large proportion 
of silicon, yet has given such practical results as to strength as would 
appear incredible, were it not that they are proved by so high an authority 
as Mr. F. Bramwell, and are actually admitted by Mr. W. Fairbairn, the 
umpire, who decided in the case. Upon the decision of Mr. Fairbairn, 
the Government have declined any further use of the Acadian iron; and I 
have been given to understand, and should be glad to be corrected if upon 
this point I have been wrongly informed, that no practical testing of the 
Acadian iron for the _—_— of cannon founding, or anything else, has 
ever been made by Her Majesty’s Government. Mr. Fairbairn himself 
states, as will be seen by the reports, that the iron was “ useful where —— 
and great powers of resistance were required;” and Mr. Mushet—perhaps 
the highest authority upon such subjects—states that in his experiments 
he has found that the presence of silicon is not in any way conclusive against 
the fitness of iron for ordnance or other purposes. Mr. Mushet is aware 
that chemists believe silicon in cast-iron is fatal to its strength, but con- 
tends that such is mere theorising, and contrary to obtained results. 
“A. C.,” therefore, is right in stating that “ it is the opinion of many emi- 
nent practical men that silicon in no way militates against the strength of 
iron;” and I am equally of opinion with him that the decision arrived at 
by Her Majesty’s Government is ‘‘somewhat anomalous.” Your corre- 
spondent thinks “there remains something to be explained.” If any 
one can inform me how it was that Mr. Fairbairn, who is extensively em- 
ployed by Her Majesty’s Government, was admitted by the Acadian Com- 
pany as the umpire in so important a case, the “something to be ex- 
plained ” may be solved. Perhaps the secretary, who is a practical man, 
can give some information on the subject, which would be kindly received 
by many who, like myself, are shareholders, and, at the same time, be of 
interest to the scientific world, as a satisfactory settlement of such a ques- 
tion must be of vital importance.— Leeds, July 12. Anti-Rep Tape. 





THE IRON STEAM-FRIGATE. 

Str,—Reading in the Zimes of Wednesday a very able letter on anchors, 
by Mr. John Trotman, and having heard it highly spoken of, and its ‘tenor 
being analogous to a matter of my own respecting shot-proof ships, &c., 
I am prompted to call the attention of the public to my. case. 

It is a palpable fact that at the commencement of the late Russian war 
England had no craft suitable to the work she had to perform at Cron- 
stadt and Sebastopol, nor was there in Her Majesty’s Executive any one competent to 
design what was actually wanted. Knowing that to be the case, and having taken out 
a patent for some improvements for shipbuilding in metal, I determined upon commu- 
nicating with the authorities at Somerset House, and had an interview with Sir Bald- 
win Wake Walker on June 11, 1854. On June 22, 1854, I addressed Admiral Berkeley, 
asking him if the Admiralty were building iron gunboats planked with timber, He 
replied on June 23, 1854—* I am not aware of any gunboats now building on the plan 
you allade to.” On June 24, 1854, I addressed my friend, Sir B. W. Walker—* Ob- 
serving in one of the London papers that there are now building gunboats of iron, and 
planked externally with timber, will you please inform me if this be true.” On June 
29, 1854, the Admiralty stated—“ That there are no vessels building for her Majesty's 
service of the description referred to by you—iron planked with wood.” In July, 1864, 
the Admiralty received from the Emperor of the French the drawings for the eraft bullt 
of wood, and plated with 4% inch iron. These cost 50,000/. each, and proved totally 
useless for everything but burning, as one was at Millwall. On June 7, 1856, at the 
request of the Minister of War, I wrote the Admiralty—* On the subject of gunbosts 
and other suitable vessels for war purposes, where buoyancy, strength, and resistance 
to shot are the points requisite.” On June 22, 1855, the Admiralty wrote me— That 
if you have anything new on this subject to suggest, and will forward it to this office, 
it will be considered.” 

I had nothing new from the first day I called at Somerset House, , My mind was 
made up on iron, wood and iron; ani on June 25, 1855, I sent a pen ajad ink sketch, 
in a letter, of two thicknesses of metal, with timber and other, sui! between 
them to fetter the shot ; and on Jane 27, 1855, a communication was meade to the Ad- 
miraity from the Em of the French. . .

THE COAL TRADE. 

The unexpected change in the aspect of Italian affairs has had a favor- 
able effect upon the coal trade, in common with every other branch of 
commerce, notwithstanding the suspicion entertained in some quarters that 
Louis Napoteon is not sincere in his intentions, or rather that the published 
accounts of his intentions are not truthful representations. Against any 
such grave charges, however, we have the fact that during the past few 
years he has acted with integrity, and although it is true that at the be- 
ginning of his career his actions were not such as will bear very close in- 
Spection, we may as well hope for the best as fear the worst. With regard 
to the particular article pom the English have greater reason to thank 
Napoleon ITL than Francis Joseph for his conduct during the late war, for 
whilst the former very honourably declared that he would not depart from 
the rule which had previously been observed—that coal would not be con- 
sidered contraband; whilst the latter took the unprecedented course of de- 
claring it contraband of war. Now, although the conduct of Austria was 
of little consequence to the English coalowner, owing to the total impo- 
tency of Austria to act as she proposed, yet the difference of feeling to- 
wards England, the only country which could be affected by an attempt 
¢o prevent the importation of coal into any continental state, is equally ap- 
parent. It is gratifying to find that even with the present meagre details 
the position of the trade is improving; as from this circumstance we may 
anticipate that we have commenced a period of renewed prosperity, an an- 
ticipation which seems to be strengthened by the fact that the iron, copper, 
tin, and, indeed, every branch of trade which adds to the consumption of 
coal, is steadily increasing. 

In the London market during the week there has been a fair amount of 
business transacted, and prices have been well maintained. On Monday 
there was comparatively little done in house coals, bat Hartley’s were 
scarce, and in demand. There were 75 ships at market, of which 29 were 
sold, 25 went to supply gas contracts, and 21 remained unsold. On Wed- 
nesday buyers of house appeared anxious to operate, and offered no 
objection to paying the quoted prices. Hartley’s and manufacturers’ were 
without change. There were 57 ships at market, of which 29 were sold, 
17 went to supply gas contracts, and 11 remained on hand. Yesterday 
there was a brisk market, at Wednesday’s prices. Although a large 
number of ships were at market (101), a fair clearance was effected, 34 
being sold, 49 going to supply gas contracts, and only 18 remaining unsold. 

On Tuesday, Messrs. Pullen offered for sale, at Lloyds, the brig Swainson. 
of Whitby. Her cargo, consisting of about 350 tons of coals, sold for 1407.

Remarks.—It is many months since we have had to record so favour-

Lappers v. Sarety CacEs.—I observe in referring to the South Yorkshire Coal Tradé, 
in your last Journal, you mention the vast superiority of cages as compared with lad- 
ders, and I think few who have seen the collier, when brought to surface after work- 
ing his eight hours, and also the Cornish miner after his work, will venture to dispute 
your assertion. The collier walks home less fatigued than the poor Cornishman is upon 
reaching the bottom of the shaft, to commence his work. It is not, how-ver, the miner 
only who loses by this state of things, but the adventurer also, and I dou t whether 
if cages were provided in Cornish mines the difference of profits to the adventurers 
would not be such as to admit of mines now worked at a loss being made remunera- 
tive. The men, it is true, would work but their eight hours, but the work done would 
be wonderfully different. I venture tosay that each man would, without more exertion 
to himself, do seven days’ work in six. But while suggesting these modifications, I 
do not forget that the adventurers in Cornish mines must always consider expense, 
and I would, therefore, request some of your correspondents to state the cost per 
fathom per year for maintaining the ladders in order, the original cost of ladders, and 
the time consumed in descending and ascending ; and some other correspondent to 
state the same particulars with regard to safety-cages. Then, if the cost of the latter 
were not more than eight times that of the former, cages would, I think, be preferable ; 
for, in addition to the advantages to the men, the mine could be better worked, better 
ventilation could be secured, and much of the ground now considered as attle could be 
turned into money at surface, whence it could be taken at an insignificant cost. Even 
the Great Wheal Vor, which is now so disappointing to its shareholders, would with 
cages in use return profits, and repay them for their long-continued perseverance.—G. 


Srtver Misinc wy Norwar.—About six weeks since a notice appeared in the Journal, 
stating that a company was about to be formed for the purpose of working the silver 
mines on the east bank of the River Lougen, near Kongsberg. When in Christiania 
a fortnight ago I was told the preliminaries had all been signed in London, and that 
we might expect active operations would take placein the present month. The mines 
there require to be forked, and if this is not done before the autumnal season sets ina 
delay of another year must take place. The time for all surface operations to be suc- 
cessful in the South of Norway must be from the end of April to the commencement 
of October; the season may be open a little earlier and close a little later in some 
years, but this is not to be depended upon, and five months’ dressing uninterruptediy 
may be considered a good year. As, in the case of the mines in question, many sur- 
face operations must be undertaken before they can be thorough|y investigated, I would 
impress upon those concerned to proceed with as little delay as possible. According 
to the reports in Christiania and Drammen, it would appear that some of the agents 
appointed to inspect them have never been near the place; and one Cornish captain, 
it is stated, mistook his direction, and inspected instead the Government property— 
this feat being achieved in the course of a few hours, which had taken a commission 
formerly several days to accomplish. With regard to the wealth of the lodes to be 
taken up by any new association, the only guide as to their value when abandoned 
would be the Government records of that date. It must be remembered that the 
officials at that period (1805) had no interest in sending into the department garbled

New Brenswicsk Ikon.—Some short time sinee I purchased a smal! lot of what was 
called Acadian charcoal pig-iron, having heard much of the extraordinary quality of 
this company’s manufacture. The lot in question, howevef, turned out no better than 
onlinary English or Scotch iron, which sells at less than one-half the price of the 
Acadian iron. I fett muah disappointed ; and on making enquiries I fotind that the 
fron sold to me was not Acadian iron at all, but was New py iron. Cafi it be 
possible that Her Majesty’s Government have been deceived In a similar way, as I 
hear they have declined the use of the Acadian iron for the purposes of ordnance ?

Is it true that that mine was last worked as the South Bog Mine, and 
was worked under that name by the three last companies that have worked it? alse, 
is it true that the same mine made 3500/. in profit, as stated in the prospectus, or is 
that the full amount that the ores sold from it have realised? “Are the statements as 
to profits on the Bog and Snailbeach Mines true—the one being stated to have made 
one million sterling profit, and the other two millions sterling profit? or have they 
yielded that amount of ore—and not bad mines to do that? These matters ought to 
be properly stated. In regard to the Rock Mine, the parties have the correct know- 
ledge, and ought not to have stated otherwise; and in regard to the two last-named 
mines, I cannot ascertain that any correct knowledge exists.

Tue MINING MARKET, AND THE BaoxeRs.—I always read the articles in your Journal 
from Messrs. “ Corner,” Crofts, Lelean, aud others, and think their remarks are both 
good and instructive; and, despite adverse opinions, I maintain they are precisely 
what is wanted at thé present moment. There is that offered to the public which re- 
quires some consideration : no one should speculate in any concern, however tastefully 
it may be got up, without seeking information and duly considering before subscri bing 
their capital. I believe the present depression in mining is, in a great measure, 
owing to thoughtless speculation, and other causes, such as useless expenditure at the 
mines, and nothing being shown for it. Too frequently there is no end of calls, and 
after a time the company is wound-up. Such affairs as those have taken the glory 
from the “ Corner,” and will dim the prospects of mining. Let brokers make a firm 
stand against the introduction of delusive schemes, and allow nothing to pass through 
their hands but what is of a bona fide character. This will give confidence, and ca- 
pital will soon be found. Many of your correspondents stand wel! as advisers, and I 
should recommend timid adventurers to carefully read their weekly “ gossip” on 
mining matters. I must say those gentlemen boldly come forward, and give sound 
advice as to what you should invest in. They alsogive the operations of the different

Lowpow To Paris Direct py STeaM.—Your reference again to the route to Australia, 
India, and China, via Panama, reminds me of the proposition made to establish a line 
of steamers between London and Paris— Mr. R. Moore, your old correspondent, being, 
I think, amongst the prime movers in both enterprises. Now, as to Panama, I am 
not sufficiently acquainted with the circumstances to hazard an opinion, but with re- 
gard to the London and Paris line, not only myse!f but also a large number of persons 
ted with would rejoice to see Mr. Moore’s proposition carried out. 
The money market is now in a highly favourable state for bringing out so practical a 
project as this, and if it were arranged that the fare should never exceed 10s. for the 
single journey, or 15s. for a return ticket available for 14 days, an immense revenue 
might be derived. By arranging for the boats to leave London Bridge each evening 
at (say) 10 o’clock, no greater inconvenience would arise to the travellers than by start- 
ing by train early in the morning, and the carriage of smail parcels would, I believe, 
more than cover all expenses, so that the passenger traffic would be all profit.

The non-commercial nations of the Holy Land acknowledged but one 
principle of satisfaction between debtor and creditor, and that principle was 
“‘ payment,” a principle rigorously enforced by the bondage of the debtor 
and his household. Thus, when a certain widow in an agony of mind told 
Evisu that her husband’s creditor had come to take unto him her two 
sons to be bondmen, and that she had nothing in the house save a pot of 


oil, the prophet admitted the legal power of the creditor to take into bondage, 
and said, ‘‘ Go, sell the oil, pay thy debt, and live thou and thy children 
of the rest.” 

The Romans, also a non-c>mmercial people, did not recognise any other 
principle but ‘‘ payment,” and enforced it by imprisoning the debtor in 
chains, subjecting him to stripes and hard labour at the mercy of his cre- 
ditors, and sometimes by selling him, his wife, and children to perpetual 
slavery, trans Tiberim, an oppression that produced much sedition and 
many insurrections. This rigour was, however, to some extent mitigated 
by the introduetion, under the Christain emperors, of the principle of ees- 
sion, which provided that if the debtor ceded or yielded up all his fortune 
to his creditors He was secured from being dragged to a goal. 

The English common law priaciple was also ‘‘ payment,” but enforced 
by the itiprisonment of the debtor only. His wite and family were saved

Biter the bondage of this principle commerce struggled through the earlier 
periods of our national history, and until the reign of Hewey VIIL, when 
the bankrupt law was introduced, and the condition of debtor-trader. 
was ameliorated; for at this time it became manifest that trade could not 
be carried on without mutual credit, and that the most prudent trader 
might, by the loss of a ship in a tempest, by the King’s enemies, or by 
other circumstances over which he had no control, and which he could not 
reasonably anticipate, be pare | and irretrievably ruined. 

By the introduction of the bankrupt laws, the just claims of commerce 
were distinctly recognised by the State, and men, no longer fearing, in case 
of failure, the ignominy of a prison, but knowing that ae pay of 
honest losses was the surrender of their property, calmly embarked in busi- 
ness, relying upon their good intentions and their own sound heads for 
successful results. Thus generation came and went after generation, until 


of | events demonstrated that to the enlightened mercantile code of this country 


was alone attributable that eminent and distinguished position which Eng- 
lish traders hold, a position at once the envy and admiration of all other states. 
With increasing commerce came the necessity for the co-operation of 
two or more individuals. Numerous promising speculations presented 
themselves, either of too adventurous a character, or ae rg larger 
means than offe would or could command; and so partnership arose, and 
thus men were prepared for the consideration of more he oop combina- 
tions, requiring the aggregate assistance of scores, handreds, aye, even thou- 
sands of capitalists, aud thereupon the joint-stock principle was introduced 
under the niggard and hardly-obtained sanction of Parliament. Upon the 
general adoption of this principle joint-stock companies became recognised 
legal facts. Still the law unfairly favoured the creditor, a favour the more 
onerous as the shareholders were obliged, on account of their numbers, 
to depute the management of their undertakings to directors, who, by 
incompetency, négligence, or fraud, might, and have often, dissipated 
the funds committed to their care; and more than that, have accom- 
plished the total ruin of all those who had been foolish enough to confide 
in them. ‘The cry of ruin arose on every side: the unscrupulous creditor, 
assisted by the law, was inexorable; the helpless and duped shareholder 
was ruthlessly thrown into prison, and his wife and family reduced, as it 
were, to slavery, by being obliged to serve hard taskmasters in order to 
earn their daily bread. ‘The constant happening of such sad occurrencies, 
of families being hurled in a moment from opulence to beggary and de- 
pendance, and the consequent refusal of prudent men to advance money 
on joint-stock enterprise, at length attracted the notice of the Legislature, 
and the heaven-born principle of “ limited liability ” was promulgated, and 
the law of debtor and creditor ig relation with the joint-stock principle 
placed on a new and sound basis. : ; , 

The limited liability prineiple is that under which this country is now 
undertaking enterprises so wonderful as to astonish even the present ra- 
pidly progressive generation, and is that by which dailyis accomplished 
such astonishing combinations of mind and capital as did not enter into 
the minds of our forefathers even to conceive. No; they were governed by 
a law that, in case of failure, subjected them to imprisonment, their wives 
to slavery, and their sons to bondage. Under such a system, we ask, would 
railways have been made, or ocean telegraphy have been attempted? Cer- 
tainly not. 

Limited liability, therefore, is a saving principle, dictated by the advance 
and requirements of civilisation. It promotes enterprise, but casts upon 
the creditor the necessity of looking to the solvency of his proposed custo- 
mer. It protects the weak against the consequences of reckless credit. 
The public have not yet, however, become used to this principle; for we 
find that mineral landlords, andeven bankers, refuse credit to limited liability 
companies, unless the directors or some of the shareholders make them- 
selves jointly and severally responsible. Such conduct is unwise, but at 
the same time it affirms the strength of the principle. The creditor now 
finds that he must ascertain the credit of his customers, as in case of loss it 
will be upon him; no more selling up of shareholders; no more sending their 
wives and families into bondage. The principle is strong; no legal sub- 
tlety can undermine it; the shareholder, his wife, and family are safe; the 
family property is secure; the creditor alone must bear the consequences ol 
misplaced credit. This is the limited liability principle, and thus it works. 

The fact that mineral landlords sometimes refuse to grant leases to 
such companies may or not, according to circumstances, be prudent. If 
such a company be little more than a delusion and a snare, then land- 
lords act prudently in being cautious in exacting sureties; but if it be 
honestly incorporated, they act imprudently in requiring the personal obli- 
gation of the directors; and for this reason, that every spade of earth re- 
moved tends to bring their mineral ricaes nearer the surface, and to the 
same extent puts money into their pockets. The spirit of the above obser- 
vations also applies to bankers. k 

The above difficulties can, however, be got over, and usually are, in the 
former case by taking the lease in the names of trustees, and in the latter 
case by inserting in the Articles of Association a power to borrow on pledge, 
or mortgage. ese simple devices will abundantly satisfy the require- 
ments of the most wary landlords and bankers; and as to other credi- 
tors, a short conference with a competent lawyer would put the company 
in a way to meet them in a manner that would not only satisfy their pro- 
per demands, but also leave the limited liability principle intact. 








Peace is proclaimed; its influence, already beneficially felt in the higher 
ranges of commercial enterprise, will, no doubt, in the natural course of 
events, diffuse itself through all the industrial energies of the country; and 
we may now rationally entertain the hope that the disheartening apathy of 
the public as regards home projects and speculations will give place to an 
active confidence in, and business-like appreciation of, the value in particular 
of those guarantees for the investment of capital which the mineral re- 
sources of this country present to the speculative monied classes. The 
rapid course of events, that have made the last war one of the most sin- 
gular conflicts on record, and upon which a treaty of peace has followed 
as abrupt as it was unexpected, is a palpable proof that we have fallen on 
new times. A new order of things is arisen amongst us; old systems of 
diplomacy are exploded, and we have seen enough of the morbid indecision 
and distrust, which for many months have characterised operations in public 
securities and other stock, not to feel convinced that enterprise is in a state 
of transition at this moment in England. Old experience, dearly pur- 
chased, is at fault; its conjectures respecting the future, founded on “ bye- 
gones,” are all “ abroad,” and even those savants of the political world, who 
a few days since would have staked largely on the duration of hostilities, the 
re-perpetration of carnage to satisfy imperial rapacity and ambition, and 
the havoc which a continental war would be sure, before the lapse of any 
lengthened time, to bring home to our very doors, now change their notes 
of warning, and murmuring of all those fearful ills no longer, join in the 


golden age of prosperity about to be inaugurated. 

We are not among those who are too soon elated and too soon depressed; 
but regarding the existing state of European affairs, we confess to const- 
derable faith in their settling down to that imperturbedness and tranquility 
from which human industry derives strength, and whence is procured 
pabulum that gives an unfal ive power to civilisation and 
intelligence. This being the case, it is reasonable to moot the question: 
How can the mining interest in this country best take advantage of the fa- 
vourable change now taken place in the relations of the continental powers, 
and, consequently, in the commercial prospects of Europe altogether. 
Should it alter or improve itssystem? Happily the management of British 
mines has within a very few years neared that point of perfection upo? 
which may safely and legitimately concentrate public confidence, a? 
which eminently merits public support. It is cheering to record this fact, 
and we invite to the consideration of it all who desire to enter upon 
well-regulated enterprise. In market transactions, also, can be noted 8 
more business system. Nor can the most captious and fastidious, in looking 
around the very extended circle of speculative investment, find any ele- 
ment of enterprise of greater value as a commercial security for capital 
than mining, as at present conducted. ’ 

Nevertheless, it would appear the general public require to be reminded 
of this important fact. A perplexing anomaly certainly is attached 
to the inertness of the monied in reference to this field of enterprise;

Nothing can be more prejudicial to the ultimate welfare of new mining 
speculations than an over mages fms the part of the shareholders as to the 
prices the first parcels of ore so by the mines fetch, It is well known to 
practical men that first sales seldom realise a fair value. The smelter 
prefers purchasing ores with the qualities of which he is conversant. It 
is also a recognised fact that to produce copper, or indeed almost any other 
metal, a variety of ores is either absolutely n or, at all events, de- 


sirable; therefore, a thorough acquaintance with the ores of the various | sq} 


mines becomes a sine gta non. 

A little boasting and pride on the part of an agent when he sees his 
long-expected “ first ticketing ’ about to be advertised is pardonable, even 
ifhe gives a greater “ excess” in his valuation than any of the smelters. 
He cannot be expected to exercise that caution the latter personage is sure 
to exert, even if he has the ability and opportunity of testing the truth 
with equal correctness. We have numberless instances in which the result 
of first sales have so terrified the adventurers, that many of them, without 
duly considering the canses, have :ndiscriminately thrown up their interests, 
or thrust them on the market, heedless of the consequences; whereas a 

ale calm consideration might have very materially modified their views. 
are several reasons why the first 1s of ores do not always come 

up to the expected standard. In addition to that referred to above, we 
may add that they are generally the work procured in driving and sinking, 
where so much care to keep the ore clean of refuse cannot be exercised as 
in stoping or in tribute pitches. Again, new machinery, new floors, and 
new and strange workpeople, all have a greater or less tendency to dete- 
rioration, which a little practice, under an accomplished captain, necessarily 
improyes; and, lastly, most concerns are so anxious to have their mines 
enrolled as having “sold ores,” that they are induced to offer parcels of 
insignificant proportions, often not worthy the notice of the sampler, who 
makes a random offer to buy as a job lot or two. We know these to be 
the majority of the causes to which our article bears reference, which is an 
acknowledged evil, and which will, in all probability, remain one of the 
inalienable circumstances of mining adventure. Our attention has, however, 
been lately attracted to a subject in which the first sale was certainly in 
nowise improved by a widely different proceeding. We deem it a duty to 
draw the attention of shareholders in the important property to which we 
refer, and beg them to reflect seriously ere they allow their interests to be 
damaged in their own estimation when all the facts of the case be consi- 
dered. Ata recent ticketing in Cornwall, a mine had advertised a con- 
siderable amoupt of copper ore as ready for sale. All went on as usual, 
until at the ticketing table the Chairman announced he had received a 
formal notice “that certain parcels would not be permitted to be sold or 
removed by the landowner.” So unusual a proceeding took the whole com- 
pany by surprise. It was only by the bes py of the mine assuring the 
ders that the ore had not been ured in the land of the party at all 

to whom the notice referred, and that he would guarantee the delivery of 
all such as might be tendered for, that the parcels obtained purchasers ; 
and even then two of the companies stood aloof, not being inclined to bid. 

We make it a rule never to interfere in the most distant manner in per- 
sonal or private affairs; nor should we in the present instance have alluded 
to this matter, but we deem it a duty we owe to the public, and more par- 
ticularly to the extensive and daily increasing valuable property so unfor- 
tunately jeopardised, if not injured, in the hope the owners thereof may 
feel reassured. We have it from indubitable authority they have nothing 
to fear—that their sale, interfered with as it was, fetched far more than the 
average of first sales—that another lot is fast coming round which will 
show the difference between tribute and mere driving and sinking work, 
and that measures are o . adopted to place the mines in a situation worthy 
their high capabilities. e beg shareholders, then, not to be cast down 
by their first sale for various reasons, but more particularly to the in- 
stance we now pointedly indicate.

SUBSTITUTE FOR GOLD—ALUMINIDE OF COPPER. 

Hitherto the production of aluminium has been so uncertain, that all at- 
tempts to apply it upon anything like a commercial scule have been com- 
paratively fruitless ; although it has not been doubted that ultimately the 
most complete sticcess would be obtained. It seems that the honour of 
first producing useful alloys of aluminium has been reserved for Mr. E. 
L. Benson, of Sheffield, who has been so far successful in his reseatches 
as to be enabled to patent an invention for the manufacture of alloys of 


aluminium and iron, aluminium and copper, &c., at s¢ cheap a rate that 
they will probably, ere long, become articles of genera! commerce. The 
invention consists in the decomposition of alumina, of tire oxide of alumi- 
nium, by means of carbon, in the presence of, and in intimate contact with, 
metals electro-positive to alaminium—such, for instance, as copper or irort, 
or their oxides, 86 as to catise the aluminium t6 Combine in any desired 
proportion with the electro-positive metal, and form an alloy. ‘The alloy 
is produced by the close ard intimate contact of the carbon, alumjna, and 
the electro-positive metal, or their oxide in each others presenice, and their 
simultaneous decomposition or teduction by the application of suitable heat. 
For example, to produce an alloy of aluminium and copper, he takes prot- 
oxide of or peroxide of copper, or metallic oe in a granulated 
or in as finely divided state as it can be conveniently obtained, and he 
mixes this electro-positive metal with alumina obtaiiied from alum or other 
ts of alumina, or from some other convenient source. The alumina 
must also be in a finely powdered state. He adds thereto carbon, giving 


are to be as intimately mixed or blended together as can be done mecha- 
nically, and the ingredients must be combined according to chemical equi- 
valents and atomic proportions. 

In practice, it is found advisable to use a little more carbon than is atottii- 
cally required for reducing the alumina ; if oxides of copper be used, 4 
little more carbon must be added than is required for reducing both oxides 
—the oxide of the copper and the sesquioxide of aluminium. ‘The mix- 
ture isthen put into a melting pot or crucible, such as those used for melt- 
ing cast-steel, and the bottom and walls of the pot should be lined with 
carbon, in order to prevent, as far as possible, any impurities in the matetial 
of which the crucible is composed from affecting the alloy, and after having 
covered the mixture with carbon, it must be exposed to a high red-heat, 
say, somewhere about the melting heat of copper, until the decomposition 
of the alumina has taken place, and the alumina has been reduced to the 
metallic state. The heat may then be increased for about half an hour or 
an hour, in order to melt down the mixture of the metals to a unifortn 
alloy. By this means he is enabled to produce a series of alloys, the hard- 
ness, ductility, and colour of which will depend upon the percentage of 
aluminium contained in them. ‘The proportion of copper, or the oxide of 
copper, to the alumina is immaterial, provided the matcrials be combined 
according to chemical equivalents, as copper and carbon, under the above- 
named circumstances, will always reduce an equivalent proportion of alu- 
mina to the metallic state. If, however, it be desired to produce alloys 
containing certain definite percentages of the metal, he mixes copper, or 
any or both of its oxides with alumina, in the proportion required, of course 
basing the calculation on the chemical equivalents of the several ingre- 
dients, adding an excess of carbon to ensure the reduction of the oxides of 
the metals. In order to guard against errors arising from imperfectly con- 
ducting the process of decomposing the alumina, he sometimes, in order 
to produce alloys containing definite percentages, finds it convenient, in the 
first place, to decompose with the electro-positive metal as large a percent- 
age of alumina as can conveniently be done. The alloy thereby produced 
is then to be assayed, or analysed, in order to ascertain the exact propor- 
tion of aluminium contained therein, after which the required quantity of 
copper, or electro-positive metal, can be readily added, in order to reduce 
the alloy to exactly the required proportion of the two metals. A similar 
process may be employed to reduce alumina with iron and its oxides, but 
in this case a higher heat will be required. 

The alloys of aluminium and copper or iron may with good effect be 
mixed with other alloys or metals ; for instance, the copper alloy (alumi- 
nide of copper) may be mixed with brass or German silver; and another 
alloy may likewise be produced by melting the aluminide with zinc or spel- 
ter. Alumina may also be reduced with copper in the presence of zinc or 
spelter, and a beautiful bronze alloy thereby produced. The iron alloy, 
aluminide of iron, produced in the similar manner, may be mixed with steel 
in the melting-pot, or the alumina may be reduced in the melting-pot with 
the steel, by adding a suitable quantity of alumina, with an equivalent quan- 
tity of carbon, the added ingredients i a pulverised or finely divided 
state, and intimately mixed together. The alloy of copper with alumi- 
nium, when perfectly melted, can be cast in a mould, and ar re- 
duced to any desired shape by hammering, rolling, pressing, &c. This alloy 
is capable of receiving a very high polish, and in colour closely resembles 
gold, and has the property of comporting itself on exposure to the atmo- 
sphere in about the same manner as gold. The alloys of aluminium with 
zine and copper will produce a bronze of beautiful colour, and of greater 
hardness than any of the bronzes made in the ordinary manner. The alloy 
of aluminium and iron will be found useful for — mechanical purposes, 
especially in the manufacture of cast-steel, to which it will impart all the 
advantages resulting from increased soundness, hardness, and bright sil- 
very variegated polish. 

If in practice this invention proves as perfect as it is anticipated it will, 
we may expect a very great change in the material used in the manu- 


for white metal. The aluminide of copper will be the substitute for gold, 
and may be employed in tea and dinner services where white metal has 
usually been employed ; whilst Mr. Tytherleigh’s copper-plates, to which 
we have already referred, are produced at so cheap a rate that they will be 
in many instances used instead of tin-plates. Each of the inventions ap- 
pear thoroughly calculated to come inte general use, so soon as their merits 
are more generally known.

New Guxrowper.—In another column we notice the application, on 
the part of Mr. Davey, of Tuckingmill, for permission to construct a mill 
and magazines for the preparation of his new powder. ‘The particulars of 
the invention are given by Mr. Davey, in his examination before the ma- 
gistrates. We understand a vast number of experiments have been made, 
and from the testimony of the leading managers it appears certain that a 
saving of at least one-third in the expense will be effected. Itis less dan- 
gerous than ordinary powder, produces very little smoke, and that of a less 
pungent kind than usual, not only enabling the miner to work in close 
places without the great delay consequent on smoke, but greatly diminish- 
ing the unhealthy effects of it in the mines. Mr. Davey’s father was the 
inventor of the safety: fuse patented by Bickford and Davey, and we 
hope this invention of Mr. Simon Davey, of Rouen, will prove of equal im- 
portance to the miner and others.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Jury 14.—The Coal Trade temains in much the same position as last 
reported. On the Wear, the Lambton Collieries are doing a good business, 
and working ten or eleven days per fortnight. They aro also filling away 
their large heaps of coal; but many others are much depressed, and work- 
ing short time. At Chatershaugh much difficulty has been met with from 
the quantity of water, and they are engaged at present in putting larger 

umps in. It is anticipated that when this is accomplished the water will 

overcome, and that the colliery will very soon be in a working state. 

A delegate meeting, called by the provisional committee of the Miners’ 
Provident Institution, was held in Newcastle on Saturday. Several meet- 
ings have been held in the district to promote this society. One of the prin- 
cipal objects of the meeting on Saturday was to effect, if possible, an 
amalgamation with the men of the Wear district, the movement having 
originated on the Tyne. Mr. Watson, a delegate from the Wear district, 
explained his views on the subject, and the result of enquiries he had 
made, from which it would appear that generally the men are in favour of 
the scheme. The secretary read letters from several influential coal- 
owners, expressing their approval of the scheme—Mr. N. Wood, Mr. M. 
Liddell, Benton Grange, &c. The Chairman thought the letters very 
encouraging, and that if an institution was not formed it would be the 
miners’ own fault, and he lamented that it was not making more rapid 
progress. He stated that it had been proposed that the men should have 
an enrolment, as a guarantee that they had formed a society. This cer- 
tainly appears a good idea, and should be carried out. That the. prospects 
of the proposed society are good is quite plain, but still t exertions 
must be used. There must be no laxity shown until it is fully organised . 
The dispute between Mr. R. W. Jackson and his workmen, at the 
er’s Green, Hunwick, and Binchester Collieries, in the Auckland dis~ 
trict, is still onsettled. It will be recollected that a claim was made some 
time ago by a mau named Wanless for a sum of money which he alleged 
was due to him, he stating that he had not been paid for the full amount 
of the coals sent to bank by him. He was defeated on a technical point, 
the person he had summoned proving not to be the owner of the colliery. 
The case was expected to be tried again on its real’ merits, but it appears 
it has been post A remarkable letter has been written and pub- 
lished in the Northern Advertiser (a Newcastle paper), commenting on 
the case. The writer states that Mr. Jackson wishes to remove it to the 
Court of Queen’s Bench, and accuses him of trying to break the plaintiff 
down by heavy expenses. He also states that Mr. Jackson, or his agents, 
have been cheating the miners to a very great extent at the three collicries 
named, by gradually increasing the size of the tubs. He says that the 
clause of the bond touching the size of the tubs runs thus :—‘‘ The tubs 
now used at the said colliery shall not be altered or varied in size, without 
the privity and consent of the parties hereby hired.” He then goes on to 
state to what extent the tubs have been increased in size; but as he gives 
no precise dates when this was done, his statement is loose, as the clause 
quoted can only refer to any precise period of hiring or service, the mean- 
ing, of course, beitig that the tub is nos to be altered during such period of 
hiring or service without the consent of the parties. These charges are 
certainly very extraordinary, and it would be well if they were cleared up, 
and the truth or falsity of them shown. ie 

A case was heard before the Gateshead magistrates on Tuesday, arising 
in some measure from the late case heard at the same Court respecting the 
Sheriff-hill Colliery owners and their workmen. One of the mén, named 
Joseph Jude, sued the owners for 4/. 10s., alleged wages due from May 30 
to June 25, both inclusive. He founded his case on the fact of having 
been prevented from working on account of the bad state of the mine, 
owing to deficient ventilation. After a long hearing, the case was dismissed. 
It is satisfactory to know that a furnace has been lighted at the colliery, 
and, consequently, the mine is much safer and better than formerly. 


Coturery AccipEeNts.—At Lambley Colliery, near Brampton, Cumber- 
land, a level water course drift was being widened, by two men on the fore~ 
shaft and two men in the back shaft. The overman directed them to put 
in certain props for safety, although no very prominent danger ap " 
When the four man met they learnt the directions that had been given, 
but determined that they would not adopt the suggestion till a succeeding 
shift. ‘The two back men went to work, and almost immediately a large 
frame of stone fell, and killed them on the spot. A melancholy instance 
of the disregard that is so frequently shown by colliers to the warning of 
overmen, whose duty it is to watch over their safety ——At Dearham, near 
Maryport, a poor man was killed whilst coming up the shaft in the cage 
by the flat rope winding upon the horns of the rope roll and then falling off 
upon the square shaft; in consequerice the rope was broken, and the cage 
fell 50 fathoms. ‘The engine was at the time under the management of 
the son of the poor man. There is reason to believe that some inaccuracy 
had taken place in the wrapping of the rope upon the roll. 











THE IRON ayn METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON.) 

Juty 14.—The conclusion of peace between the two Emperors has had 
the effect of greatly improving the tone of business in this district. Its 
effect was very sensibly felt at the quarterly assembly of ironmasters in this 
town on Monday. Makers of pig-iron who, for the last few weeks have 
had some difficulty in effecting sales, raised their demands and realised 

rices varying from 1s. 3d. to 2s. 6d. per ton in advance of what could have 

n obtained last week. A fair quantity of pig-iron was sold at these ad- 
vanced quotations, and some hopes were expressed that a further adyance 
would be secured shortly. 

To-day at Birmingham the improved feeling was well sustained, the con- 
viction being general that, whatever degree of permanence may attach to 
the present arrangements in Italy, a sufficient interval of peace will be se- 
cured to justify the expectation of a decidedly improved trade. 

Finished iron is firmer, and the feeling of the trade is hopeful and al- 
most on respecting the improvement which will result from the con- 
clusion of peace. No doubt buyers have for some time past purchased 
sparingly, and confidence can hardly fail to lead immediately to active de- 
mand. Hot-blast mine pigs of superior quality range from 3/. 10s. to 37. 15s. 
Inferior pigs descend with a range of about 10s. lower. Prices of North 
Staffordshire pigs, best makes, at the works, are from 2/. 15s. to 3/. The 
iron trade there has been quiet, but is looking up, and the influence of 
peace will, no doubt, greatly improve it. The potting trade in the district 
is active, owing mainly to the increased demand for the United States. 

The demand for domestic coal is quiet, as is usual at this season. The 
colliers largely go out into the surrounding agricultural districts and work 
as harvestmen—a pleasant transition from the dark mine and its often noxi- 
ous atmosphere to bright sunshine and the pure breeze of heaven. 

Quarterdays in connection with the hardware trades also occur this 
week, and prompt payments of accounts attest the soundness of those de- 
partments of the industry of this district and Birmingham. At Walsall 
there is a steady demand for saddlery and saddlers’ ironmongery. At Wil- 
lenhall, whilst some branches are slack, many are busy, and generally a 
quiet, steady trade is doing. The large advance in the price of tin—13J. 
per tonina few days—fully justifies all that was said in this letter as to the 
fictitious character of the late reduction, made, as usual, in the hope of 
buying cheaper in Holland. An advance in tin-plates of 2s. per box was 
made before the second advance m block-tin. ‘The non-arrival of the Aus- 
tralian mail creates much dissatisfaction amongst merchants having trans- 
actions with that colony.

On Monday last a portion of the roof of Messrs. Lees and Booth’s, 
Woodpark Pi i 
i park Pit, at Bardsley, near Ashton, fell, and two men, George Bil- 

ngton and Matthew Andrew, were killed. The men were employed in 
removing rubbish from one of the levels at the time of the accident, and 
#t is believed that one of the posts which support the roof was misplaced. 
A verdict of “ Accidental Death ” was returned. 

A shocking occurrence took place at Messrs. Leighton and Cheadle’s 
Colliery, Chesterton, resulting in the death of four men. It appears that they went to 
the pit at six o'clock on Tuesday morning, and descended the shaft; shortly after they 
were followed by their butty and two other colliers, when the latter, being unable to 
find their companions, ascended toenquire for them. On search being made with lights, 
it was discovered that by some means they had fallen into the sump of the shaft, and 
wee found quite dead. 

It will be remembered that at the inquest on two men who died from 
the results of an explosion at Crookhay Colliery, Bloxwich, a verdict of * Mansluughter” 
was returned against Mr. Samuel Green, the ground bailiff of the pit. The verdict ap- 
peared to be returned In consequeuce of an impression upon the minds of the jury that 
Mr. Green had efther refused or neglected to have means taken for the necessary venti- 
jation of the pit, notwithstanding repeated representations, on the part of the butty, that 
there was danger. An inquest upon a third sufferer was, however, concluded last Fri- 
day, when the following verdict was returned :—“ Died from the effects of injuries re- 
ceived in an explosion, and that the said explosion was caused by the negligence of one 
George Walton, the ‘ doggy.’ since dead, in not having properly examined the ‘ blind side’ 
of the said pit previous to the operation of blowing.” The verdict would have been re- 
corded as one of manslaughter against Walton had he been alive. ? 

At the Wakefield Sessions, Charles Wilson was charged with having 
entered into a contract with Messrs. Charlesworth to serve as a coal miner,and leaving 
their employ without giving the required month’s notice. It appeared that Wilson 
had engaged to work for Messrs. Charlesworth during the colliers’ strike; that he re- 
ceived a small advance of money, and was to have come the next morning, but never 
made his appearance. A warrant was subsequently taken out, and he was taken into 
custody at Cherwell, near Leeds, where he was working in a brick fleld. In his defence, 
Wilson said as he was returning from the pits, after making the engagement, he met 
four men, one of whom asked him if it was true that he was going to work ; he answered 
that it was, and the men then said if h¢ did go to work they should watch him, and 
that whenever they found him either going to or returning they would take his life. 
They aiso said they had trailed one man through a pond; bat they would make shorter 
work with him, for they wanld blow his brains out. That was the reason that he

A vexatious matter has been very satisfactorily decided by the Master 

of the Rolls. The owners of the Pioneer steam towing vessel had been prevented by the 
Midland Railway Company from navigating the Ashby-de-la-Zouch Canal, which is 
vested in the railway company. The allegation was that the steamer was fitted with 
an improved double screw, which prevented any wave that could be injurious to the 
banks, but the company, without going into any enquiry as to this, doggedly closed the 
gates of the canal, and refused absolutely to admit the steamer. On ae former occasion 
the Master directed an experimental investigation by competent engineers, the result 
of which was to prove that the steamer, when not going more than 3% miles an hour 
would do no injury to the banks at all, and t even when going ata greater rate it 
would only be injurious at places where the | was shallow and serpentine. The 
Master of the Rolls made a decree requiring tae company to allow the plaintiffs to run 
their boat. If the defendants had merely refused to admit the steamer until it was 
proved not to be injurious, the decree might have been different as to costs, but under 
the circumstances, the company having positively refused to let the steamer run at all, 
must pay the costs.
